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To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor  and  all  Members  of  the  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1952  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  population,  according-  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate, 
showed  a  slight  decrease  to  84,090. 

The  ^adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  13.5  per  thousand  of  the 
population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15.3  per  thousand. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  10.5  per  thousand,  and  it  is 
observed  that  this  rate  is  consistently  lower  than  the  national 
rate,  which  was  11.3  in  1952.  Prestwich  was  the  only  authority 
in  the  North  West  which  had  a  lower  death  rate  than  that  for  the 
country  as  a  whole  in  an  analysis  of  rates  by  the  Registrar 
General  in  1950.  The  rate  was  9%  below  the  national  average. 

For  the  se  ond  year  in  succession  there  were  no  deaths  of 
mothers  during  pregnancy  or  confinement,  and  the  infant  mortality 
rate  of  19  per  thousand  live  births  was  a  record  low  figure.  This 
figure  was  well  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  namely 
27.6,  which  was  itself  a  record. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  dysentery,  principally  involving 
one  infant  school,  and  three  small  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning 
accounting  for  ten  cases.  The  Borough  again  remained  free  from 
diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis.  The  protection  given  by  immunisa¬ 
tion  is  the  reason  for  this  freedom  from  diphtheria,  and  it  is 
dependent  on  the  numbers  of  immunised  children  remaining  at  a 
high  level.  Parents  should  not  be  lulled  into  a  false  sense  of 
security  and  run  into  danger  by  neglecting  to  have  their  children 
immunised. 

(*  “  adjusted  ”  means  corrected  to  a  standard  population  for  the 
purpose  of  comparison  with  other  districts.) 
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Smallpox  has  also  occurred  in  districts  not  far  away.  Happily 
Prestwich  escaped,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  the  vaccination 
rate  of  babies  is  only  50  per  cent.  This  is  a  higher  rate  than  that 
for  the  rest  of  the  country,  but  the  vaccination  of  all  normal 
healthy  babies  is  recommended.  The  risk  of  complications  is 
greater  when  vaccination  is  not  undertaken  until  adolescence  is 
reached. 

Seven  persons  died  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  there 
were  20  new  cases  of  the  disease.  One  person  died  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  there  were  no  new  cases. 

The  milk  supply  has  been  satisfactory,  and  23  samples  were 
all  found  to  be  free  from  tubercle  bacilli.  Only  one  out  of  40 
samples  failed  to  pass  the  recognised  bacteriological  test.  Whilst 
the  freedom  of  the  raw  milk  supply  from  tuberculosis  is  a  matter 
for  satisfaction  it  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  babies 
and  young  children  should  have  milk  from  tuberculin  tested  cattle 
(T.T.  milk)  or  have  heat  treated  milk,  i.e.,  pasteurised  or 
sterilised. 

The  water  supply  has  given  a  number  of  unsatisfactory 
results.  Thirty-six  out  of  94  samples  failed  to  reach  the  required 
bacterio’ogical  standard.  Thirty-one  of  the  36  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  from  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  supply.  A 
meeting  was  held  at  the  Board’s  Offices  with  an  inspector  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  proposals  were 
submitted  for  the  provision  of  filtration  plants  at  the  Ogden  and 
Calf  Hey  reservoirs.  The  chlorination  rate  was  increased,  and 
subsequent  samples  have  been  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  42  houses  and  8  flats  were  erected  by  the 
local  authority,  and  12  houses  and  14  flats  by  private  enterprise. 
Over  one  hundred  and  twenty  dwellings  are  under  construction, 
and  additional  schemes  are  contemplated. 

There  were  78  applicants  on  the  priority  list  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  a  total  of  949  applicants  on  the  general  waiting 
list. 

Food  hygiene  has  received  considerable  attention  during  the 
year,  and  all  food  premises  have  been  regularlv  inspected. 
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Under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  Section  47,  power  is 
given  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  remove  persons  who  are 
in  need  of  care  and  attention  and  who  are  living-  under  insanitary 
conditions.  Four  such  persons  were  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
but  they  agreed  to  their  removal  voluntarily. 

I  wish  to  express  to  Members  of  the  Council  and  Officers 
the  thanks  of  the  department  for  their  valued  help  during  the 
year.  They  have  g'iven  their  support  at  all  times,  and  their  sound 
advice  and  wise  administration  is  reflected  in  the  encouraging 
results  of  the  year's  work  which  I  am  now  able  to  report.

HEALTH  SERVICES 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the  provision  and 
maintenance  of  local  health  services  such  as  Child  Welfare, 
Mental  Health,  Care  of  School  Children,  and  Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery,  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  are 
administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  12  from  headquarters  in  Bury. 

H  ospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 
Patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 

The  Borough  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the 
remainder  of  local  health  services,  and  the  whole  of  those  matters 
likely  to  affect  or  be  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of  high 
standards  of  environmental  health.  These  services  include  : — 

Control  of  Infectious  Disease  (including  food  poisoning). 

Provision  of  suitable  Water  Supplies. 

Control  of  food  and  food  preparing  premises  (including  the 
sampling  of  milk,  ice-cream,  and  other  foodstuffs  for 
bacteriological  examination). 

Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  of  public 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human 
habitation. 

Detection  and  prevention  of  nuisances. 

The  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Control  of  rat,  mouse,  and  insect  infestations. 

Control  of  Cleansing  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice-cream,  and  samples  of 
other  foods,  and  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  is 
undertaken  without  charge  to  the  Borough,  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester. 
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Diphtheria  immunisation. 

During  1952  immunisation  sessions  were  held  at  the  Public 
Health  Department  on  alternate  Tuesday  mornings,  at  Rainsough 
Clinic  every  month,  and  periodically  at  the  schools. 

A  new  School  Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  opened 
at  Beech  House,  Bent  Lane,  early  in  February,  1953,  and  the 
Tuesday  immunisation  session  was  transferred  from  the  Public 
Health  Department  to  the  new  clinic. 

The  clinics  are  under  the  control  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council,  Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  12.

SECTION  C. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  total  notifications  for  1952  show  a  decrease  on  the  1951 
fig'ures  (454  against  558).  Measles  and  Pneumonia  decreased, 
whilst  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Dysentery  showed 
a  slight  increase. 

A  male  of  2  years  7  months  was  removed  to  hospital  and 
discharged  after  three  weeks,  the  hospital  diagnosis  being 
Meningococcal  Meningitis. 

Forty-six  of  the  51  Dysentery  cases  were  connected  with  an 
outbreak  in  one  of  the  infant  schools,  and  involved  39  children 
and  7  adults,  including  one  adult  who  was  a  part  time  worker 
on  the  school  staff.  An  investigation  was  carried  out,  and 
enquiries  made  into  the  school  meals  service,  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion,  and  the  available  washing  facilities,  but  the  source  of  infec¬ 
tion  remains  unknown. 

Three  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  accounted  for  the  ten 
cases  that  arose  in  the  year.  The  first  outbreak  involved  a  family 
of  five  and  two  friends,  who  were  taken  ill  after  a  dav’s  outing. 
The  food  taken  on  the  trip  consisted  of  sandwiches  prepared  at 
home  from  tinned  salmon.  Organisms  of  the  Staphylococcus 
Aureus  group  were  isolated  in  the  remains  of  the  tinned  salmon, 
but  in  only  one  of  the  patients’  faeces,  and  the  source  of  con¬ 
tamination  remains  unknown. 

Two  adults  were  confined  to  bed  for  four  days  after  eating 
sandwiches  prepared  at  home  from  a  boiled  chicken.  Organisms 
of  the  Salmonella  Enteritidis  group  were  isolated  in  the 
remains  of  the  chicken  and  in  the  patients’  faeces. 

In  the  last  outbreak  two  adolescents  who  had  been  on  a  coach 
trip  to  Staffordshire  were  reported  to  be  suffering  from  food 
poisoning,  and  were  removed  to  hospital,  along  with  five  other 
persons  from  a  neighbouring  authority.  No  food  or  vomit  was 
available  for  examination,  and  none  of  the  patients  had  diarrhoea. 
Staphylococcus  Aureus  was  isolated  in  the  faeces  of  one  of  the 
Prestwich  cases. 
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In  all  three  outbreaks  the  patients  made  a  satisfactory 
recovery. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Section  47. 

This  section  gives  power  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  remove  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  and  who 
are  living  under  insanitary  conditions.  Four  such  persons  were 
dealt  with  during  the  year,  but  they  agreed  to  their  removal 
voluntarily.

To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor  and  all  Members  of  the  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  in  presenting-  to  you  the  following  report 
on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1952. 

During  the  period  under  review  1,030  sanitary  defects  or 
nuisances  were  discovered  at  the  1,087  premises  visited  ;  323 
informal  notices  and  35  statutory  notices  were  served.  In  three 
instances  it  was  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings. 

Following  the  Clean  Food  Campaign  of  1951,  follow-up  in¬ 
spections  have  been  carried  out  to  all  food  shops  to  ensure  that 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  Byelaws  were  being  complied  with, 
and  that  all  necessary  action  was  being  taken  to  keep  the  premises 
clean  and  food  free  from  contamination. 

Following  a  resolution  of  the  Council  all  rodent  infestations 
in  private  dwellinghouses  are  treated  free  of  charge  to  the  public. 
During  the  year  68  houses  were  treated  by  the  Rodent  Operator, 
for  rat  or  mice  infestations.  This  figure  is  only  one  above  the 
1951  figure,  and  the  adoption  of  this  free  service  has  made  no 
difference  to  the  number  of  infestations  reported.  Three  sewer 
maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out,  and  the  takes  were 
the  smallest  ever  recorded.  Only  in  one  part  of  the  district  was 
infestation  found  in  public  sewers.  A  test  treatment  was  carried 
out  to  the  sewers  in  the  Prestwich  Hospital  grounds,  and  this 
treatment  revealed  no  infestation. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  sewer  treatments  are  proving  most 
effective  in  keeping  the  rat  population  to  a  minimum. 
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A  treatment  of  the  banks  of  the  River  Irwell  was  carried 
out  with  the  co-operation  of  neighbouring'  authorities,  and  rat 
infestation  was  found  along  the  whole  stretch  of  the  bank,  but 
this  was  of  a  scattered  nature,  and  was  heaviest  on  stretches 
adjoining  business  premises,  and  in  close  proximity  to  the  Sewage 
Works.  Follow-up  treatments  were  carried  out  to  these 
premises. 

The  sampling  of  milk,  water,  and  ice-cream  received  constant 
attention  during  the  year,  and  apart  from  the  adverse  water 
reports  on  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board’s  supply,  the  results 
have  been  satisfactory.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  area  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  following  three 
authorities  : — 

1.  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks, 

2.  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board. 

4.  Heywood  and  Middleton  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  94  samples  were  obtained  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  58  being  reported  as  satisfactory 
and  36  as  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  36  unsatisfactory  results  31 
were  from  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  supply. 

In  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  results  from  this  supply,  copies 
of  the  bacteriologist’s  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  their  observations  requested.  A  meeting  was  held 
with  an  inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  as  a  result  the  Board  submitted  proposals  for  the 
provision  of  filtration  plants  at  the  Ogden  and  Calf  Hey  reservoirs. 
The  proposals  have  been  approved  in  principle. 

At  the  time  of  compiling  this  report  all  samples  of  water  taken 
from  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board’s  supply  during  1953  have 
been  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis, 
and  proved  satisfactory,  the  amount  of  lead  being  less  than  0.1 
parts  per  million. 

The  water  supplied  from  a  private  deep  well  to  a  farm  in 
the  Simister  area,  which  is  not  connected  to  the  public  main,  was 
sampled  on  four  occasions,  three  times  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  and  once  for  chemical  analysis. 

In  all  cases  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
Buckley  Lane,  Prestwick,  in  detritus  and  precipitation  tanks 
(using  alumina  ferric),  afterwards  passing  through  percolating 
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filters  to  humus  tanks  and  thence  the  effluent  is  discharged  into 
the  River  Irwell.  Sludge  drying  beds  are  provided.  Storm  tanks 
are  provided  for  storm  water  in  excess  of  three  times  the  dry 
weather  flow  :  this  water  is  later  passed  through  the  works  for 
treatment.  Storm  hows  in  excess  of  six  times  the  dry  weather 
how  pass  over  the  storm  water  overflows  direct  to  the  river. 
Application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  extensions 
and  alterations  to  the  present  sewage  disposal  works  to  cope 
with  the  increased  how  and  future  developments  in  the  district. 

Simister,  which  is  a  semi-rural  district  away  from  the  main 
sewer  is  dealt  with  in  three  methods  : — 

(1)  Part  of  the  area  is  drained  to  a  small  disposal  works, 
consisting  of  a  settlement  tank  and  percolating  filter. 
The  effluent  is  discharged  into  Whittle  Brook  Water¬ 
course. 

(2)  Another  area  is  drained  into  a  large  septic  tank,  the 
effluent  from  this  is  also  discharged  into  the  Whittle 
Brook  Watercourse. 

(3)  Other  parts  of  the  district  drainage  is  dealt  with  by 
individual  septic  tanks  and  cesspools. 

In  other  low  lying  areas  of  the  town,  pumping  stations  are 
provided.

During  the  year  1,403  premises  were  visited,  and  2,190 
gullies  cleansed  by  a  workman  from  the  department. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  local  authority  carry  out  a  normal  collection  of  refuse 
every  seven/eight  days  from  all  premises  in  the  district.  Trade 
refuse  is  collected  one  day  per  week.  There  is  a  special  salvage 
collection  every  Tuesday.  All  work  is  carried  out  by  Dennis 
freighters.  The  Council  have  a  modern  salvage  and  refuse  disposal 
plant. 

An  S.  &  D.  Motor  Cesspool  and  Gully  Emptier  is  provided 
for  cesspool  cleansing. 

Administration  of  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948. 

The  maintenance  of  good  standards  of  general  hygiene  and 
cleanliness  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  factory  premises  has 
again  been  the  aim  through  reinspections. 

Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories.  The  report  required  by  the  provisions  of  Section 
128  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  is  given  on  pages  36  and  37. 

In  accordance  with  Section  110  of  the  Factories  Act,  one 
list  of  outworkers  was  received  in  August  from  a  firm  making 
wearing  apparel,  giving  the  names  of  two  outworkers.  The 
addresses  given  were  outside  this  area,  and  the  local  authority 
concerned  was  notified. 

Outworkers. 

The  premises  of  all  outworkers  notified  to  this  authority  have 
been  kept  under  surveillance  to  ensure  clean  and  hygienic  circum¬ 
stances.  Sixty-two  visits  were  made,  and  in  no  case  was  it  found 
necessary  to  take  action  to  improve  conditions. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Measures  to  prevent  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  received 
increasing  attention  during  the  past  12  months.  In  addition  to 
routine  visits  to  boiler  houses  and  discussions  with  factory  owners, 
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managers  and  firemen  of  the  ever-growing  awareness  of  the 
public  of  the  need  for  a  cleaner  air  ;  76  observations  were  carried 
out. 


It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  issue  two  statutory 
notices  to  prevent  the  issue  of  excessive  smoke.  In  neither  case 
was  it  necessary  to  take  further  action  on  these  notices. 

The  Prestwich  Corporation  are  represented  on  the  Manchester 
and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee.  There  are 
two  sulphur  dioxide  recorders  situated  within  the  district  which 
the  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  use  for  observation 
purposes. 

Bug  Infestation. 

Five  cases  of  infestation  were  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
including  one  case  in  a  Council  house.  The  houses  and  furniture 
of  all  prospective  council  house  tenants  are  inspected  before 
tenancies  are  commenced.  In  the  case  of  infested  houses  the 
premises  are  disinfested  prior  to  removal.  The  Housing  Super¬ 
visor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  visit  the  premises,  and  advice  is 
given  to  the  tenants. 

Insects. 

During  the  year  the  department’s  attention  was  called  to 
nuisances  arising  from  the  presence  of  crickets,  beetles,  moths 
and  wasp  infestation.  Liquid  and  powder  insecticides  dealt 
effectively  with  the  crickets,  beetles  and  moths,  but  gassing 
measures  with  Cymag  poison  gas  were  necessary  in  the  case  of 
wasp  infestation,  after  which  the  nests  were  destroyed. 

Disinfection. 

"  Disinfection  in  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  carried  out  by 
formalin  spray  or  formalin  vapour  only  in  those  premises  where 
it  is  considered  necessary  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Infected  bedding  and  articles  suitable  for  steam  disinfection 
are  removed  and  dealt  with  at  the  Steam  disinfection  station  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Council  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works. 
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Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  a  workman  attached  to  the 
Public  Health  Department.

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Council  employ  a  full-time  Rodent  Operator,  and  all 
complaints  of  infestation  are  investigated  and  a  treatment  carried 
out  if  necessary.  There  has  been  close  liaison  with  officials  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  whose  help  and  advice 
has  been  readily  given. 

The  treatment  of  rodent  infestations  in  private  dwell inghouses 
is  now  carried  out  as  a  free  service  to  the  public,  but  no  appreciable 
increase  in  the  number  of  infestations  has  been  reported  since 
this  scheme  was  adopted.  A  charge  is  still  made  for  treatments 
carried  out  in  business  premises  or  agricultural  property.

Prestwieih  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  Public  Sewers  a  test  treatment  was  carried 
out  to  the  sewers  in  the  Prestwich  Hospital  grounds.  A  total  of 
126  manholes  was  baited,  but  not  one  take  was  recorded,  and 
therefore  a  poison  treatment  was  not  necessary. 


82 

River  Irwell. 

A  special  treatment  of  the  banks  of  the  River  Irwell  was 
carried  out  between  the  6th  and  25th  October,  1952,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  neighbouring  authorities  of  Salford,  Swinton 
and  Pendlebury,  and  Whitefield.  A  total  of  508  points  was  laid, 
and  148  complete  and  197  partial  takes  were  recorded.  Poison 
was  laid  at  343  points,  and  from  the  amount  consumed  it  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  364  rats  were  killed.  There  was  evidence  of  infesta¬ 
tion  among  the  whole  length  of  the  river  bank  in  the  Prestwich 
area,  but  it  was  heaviest  on  stretches  of  the  bank  nearest  to 
occupied  property.  It  is  proposed  to  carry  out  a  treatment  of  this 
nature  every  12  months.

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

In  the  district  there  are  approximately — 

25%  terrace  type  houses  over  40  years  old. 

5%  large  semi  or  detached  houses  over  40  years  old. 

25%  detached  and  semi-detached  between  20  and  40  years  old. 

45%  detached  and  semi-detached  under  20  years  old. 

The  majority  of  houses  being  semi-detached  under  20  years 
old,  the  standard  of  houses  in  the  district  is  generally  high.  There 
are,  however,  the  portions  of  the  old  “  village  ”  areas  which 
consist  of  blocks  of  older  terraced  houses.  Here  the  high  cost 
of  repairs  and  labour  is  causing  further  deterioration  as  each 
year  passes,  and  the  work  of  ensuring  adequate  standards  within 
these  areas  is  steadily  increasing.  The  necessity  of  demolition  on 
any  scale,  however,  remains  negligible. 

During  the  year  42  houses  and  8  flats  were  erected  by  the 
local  authority,  and  12  houses  and  14  flats  by  private  enterprise. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  102  dwellings,  including  flats,  were  under 
construction  by  the  local  authority,  and  20  dwellings,  including 
flats,  by  private  enterprise.  On  the  Carr  Clough  site  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  erect  a  further  138  houses  and  12  flats,  and  36  flats 
are  contemplated  in  another  part  of  the  district.

Overcrowding. 

Two  cases  of  legal  overcrowding  were  discovered  during  the 
year,  both  of  them  in  Council  houses.  Six  cases  were  relieved, 
involving  38  persons.  At  the  end  of  1952  there  were  three  cases 
of  legal  overcrowding  outstanding,  involving  three  houses  and 
20^  persons. 
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Moral  overcrowding-  due  to  lack  of  bedroom  accommodation 
was  discovered  on  several  occasions,  and  this  appears  to  arise  in 
the  smaller  type  houses  when  the  children  in  mixed  families  grow 
older,  and  was  also  due  to  newly-weds  taking  up  residence  with 
parents.

INSPECTION  AND 
SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  Clean  Food  Campaign  of  1951  has  been  followed  up  by 
routine  inspections  to  ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
Byelaws,  previously  circulated,  were  being  observed,  and  that 
all  necessary  action  was  being  taken  to  keep  the  food  free  from 
contamination.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  against 
persons  under  the  byelaws. 

There  are  62  premises  registered  for  the  sale  or  manufacture 
of  ice-cream,  and  19  for  preserved  foods,  and  all  have  been 
inspected  to  ascertain  that  the  premises  still  comply  with  the 
existing  legislation. 

The  following  table  gives  an  analysis  of  the  results  obtained 
on  samples  of  ice-cream  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions  : —

The  amount  of  tinned  foods  necessitating  condemnation  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  very  high.  One  inspection  resulted  in  the  examina¬ 
tion  ot  3,070  tins  of  pork  luncheon  meat.  It  was  considered 
desirable  to  submit  tins  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
laboratory  results  and  individual  examination  resulted  in  the 

condemnation  of  841  of  these  tins,  an  organism  of  the  Clostridium 
...  0 
species  being  isolated  at  the  laboratory. 

A  large  amount  of  chocolate  came  within  the  above  duties 
owing  to  improper  storage  on  the  part  of  the  retailers,  and  the 
depredation  bv  mice  neglected  by  the  occupiers  of  shops. 


KVJeat  Supply. 

There  is  one  slaughter  house  at  the  Prestwich  Hospital  which 
is  used  occasionallv.  Four  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  renewed 
during  the  vear. 
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Inspections  have  been  made  of  retail  meat  shops  in  the 
district  to  ascertain  that  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations 
were  being-  observed.  Generally  the  conditions  have  been  satis¬ 
factory,  and  no  formal  action  has  been  necessary.
